Farmers Adopt the Radio 


N 


EBRASKA has tackled trie problem of distributing 


information to the farmers by radio. 
The State 


Bureau of Markets has a broadcasting station which 
supplies useful information to farmers without cost. 
Seven other broadcasting stations in the state are send- 
ing out information along those lines to greater extent 
than any other state. 
* 


A survey was recently made of the use of the radio 


on the farm. 
Questionnaires were sent to. editors of 


farm journals in all parts of the country and almost 
without exception the answers showed that there was a 
real demand for radio broadcasting service especially 
for farmers. 


Ohio farmers are generally installing receiving sets 


and "listening in" for market and weather reports and 
entertainment. 
Michigan and Wisconsin farmers have 


many receiving sets and special broadcasting stations 
arc contemplated. 


Illinois has a farm bureau in almost every county 


with close organizations in every township. 
Thru this 


source almost cvcr\ farm could be reached with a spec- 
ial station.
